LIGHTNING. 


FroM» That Was Beautiful If Terrify­ 
ing *»d Hurt No I Ins. 
“ Speaking of lightning rods,’’ said 
an army officer, “ when I was at West 
Point, old Hank Kendrick, our profess­ 
or of chemistry, 
electricity and 
so 
forth, used to give us an experiment 
with lightning rods, which is the only 
thing I recollect in connection with 
them. 
He had a battery rigged up to 
furnish the lightning. 
Then he had a 
house of blocks, a nice two story house 
painted white, with green shutters On 
this house was a lightning rod, a m inia­ 
ture affair, made like tiieordinary light­ 
ning rod of commerce. 
He would make 
a few’ remarks on the necessity of hav­ 
ing the rod properly connected with the 
ground, explaining that wet earth or 
water 
connecting directly w ith the 
earth w as the very ix-st. Then he would 
make a ground connection of this kind 
and proceed to fire a few big electric 
sparks, or lightning flushes, through the 
rod. 
They would go through all right, 
not doing the slightest injury to the 
house. 
Then he would make a few 
more remarks, this time to the effect 
that a little learning is a dangerous 
tiling, and tell about a gissl minister 
in the neighborhood who wanted to pro 
tect his house by a lightning rod and 
who had heard that water was a g«ssl 
tiimg fur the rod to end in. 
Ho he net 
up the rod and had it end in hi* ci* 
tern, where, as it was carefully cement 
ed, there was always certain to he wa 
ter. 
The old professor would then put 
the end of the rod in m glass of water, 
to represent tie» cistern, and turn on 
ins lightning 
The big spark would 
leap across to the rod and down would 
cotae the lionso, a heap of hlis'ks. " 
Otm of the most beautiful and at the 
same time one of the most terrifying 
sights I ever sa w ," said another mem­ 
ber of the group, a veteran of the war, 
"w as down in Arkansas in JMi'2. I was 
drilling my regiment on« summer after 
noon, when a midden thunder shower 
came up. 
The men had bayonets fixed, 
and us we started for camp were carry 
mg their musketH at a right shoulder 
shift. 
Suddenly (lu re began at the tips 
of those bayonets the most marvelous 
electrical display I hud ever seen. 
The 
lightning played mImiuI them, dancing, 
rolling, flashing, leaping from ona to 
another, as if it hugely enjoyed the frol 
ic. 
For an instant I thought the whole 
company would he struck down, and 
tin» men themselves were badly fright 
«nod. 
No one was hurt or even shocked 
tty the brilliant display.— New York 
Hun.
